St. L0UI8, July 24.— The Bryan anp- 
port«n are jubilant. They demon- 
strated after a stormy day in tho Popu- 
list convention that thcyli.ni n majority 
of 104. They iK'rfectcd tli' ir ]M'rinaneiif 
organization, installed their candidate, 
Senator Allen of Nebraska, as i)orniti- 
nent ohainnan and took charge of the 
machinery of the oonrentkm and the 
oonuaittees. Tho silver cooTeiltion at 
Mtisic Hall simply dawdled alonff listen - 
iug to thti sjicechos and triinsactin^ 
trival bvisini'Ss in pursuance of their 
their prearrant;ed program, remaining 
in lenion in the hope of iufloenoiug the 
ao<ton of the* other conrentlfm in the 
direction of endorsint; silver and the 
ChicaRO Democratic ticket. 

There were two Bcssion.s of the Popu- 
list convention, a morhing session of 
two hours and au afternoon session of 
•is hours. The latter carried the oon- 
vention into the niiarht. Both were tar> 
bulent and noisy, but the tumult wai 
confined to the delcffates on the floor, 
the galleries as on yesterday beinp prac- 
tically empty. A bitter feeling mani- 
fested itself among the middle-of-the- 
load faction which fciond vent in sev- 
eral wild demonstrations and oonnter 
dmonstrations. The morning session

was concerned. The n'l ort of tlie ann 
mittee on credential.-; was lujt ready and 
tlie convention listened to a buritouo 
from Oklahoma and a sweet singer 
from Arkansas render some campaign 
parodies on popular ballads. 

There was also a dramatically ar- 
ranged "middle-of-the-road" demon- 
stration which failed to arouse much 
enthusiaam. despite its theatrical acces- 
sories. 

Delegate Washborn of Massachusetts 
attempted to spring a resolntion on the 
convention to bind the delegates to 
abide by the restilt, whatever it might 
be, bat he was howled down, and hia 
resolution was laid pcaoefollgr awaj on 
the back shelf. 

It yl^aa at the afternoon session that 
the tug of war came which ended in the 
disastrous defeat of the straiglit-outs. 
My a narrow majority they beat the 
Bryan forces early in tlwi .ses.sion on the 
determination of the Cook coiuity con- 
tests. Some of the Hryaii men were 
alarmed and could witli dilficulty be 
convinced that tlie battle wa.s not l(]St. 

This preliminary defeat of the Bryan 
forces was due perhaps to over confi- 
dence ill their strengfh. Tliey under- 
took to defeat the majority report of 
their (Avn committei) m tlie Chicago 
contest. Only seven actual votes hung 
in the balance. The 11 Taylor delcgate.s 
who held the s. ats wi le liiyaa im-n. 
Tlie report of tlie eoiuuiittee decided to 
allay bitttT feeling, if possible, by seat- 
ing both sets of delegates and dividing 
the vot«'. The eontt'Stiiig delegates 
were uiulerstood to bo I'dr Di hs. At the 
last moment the Bryan iuaiiag> is eon- 
clu.led to risk the diutg«i'uus ukperimeut 
of trying to f oro* lh« NjMtion Of th* 
majority report. 

Some of their followers refused to 
stand by them and the result was de- 
feat by a vote of tiii,"> to (ii:,'. It was then 
(i o'clcK'k and the middit'-of-the-road 
leaders attemjited to secure an adjourn- 
ment, hoping that the effect of the vic- 
tory could be turuwd to account before 
the delegates reassembled. But tlie 
Bryan leaders prevented this strategic 
move. They determined to posh on, 
realizing fully the disheartening effect 
of drawing off after having had their 
outDosts driven in. Some of the middle- 
of-tWvoad mm, who beUarad tbeir 



coutiiuie tlie fray, nut tlie promise to 
the car was broken to the Im])c. 

The report of the coiniiilttee on Jier- 
maiicnt organization was brought fur- 
ward. The majority lecinuiiieniled tlie 
selection of Senator Allen, the punder- 
ous statesman fro.ii Mr. l^ryan's state, 
who, daring the battle nver the repeal 
(if the silver purchasing cl.iuse dt tlie 
Sherman law made tiie longest speech 
on record in the senate. He held tiie 
floor for lit hours. The anti-Bryan men 
jiitted against the Nebraska senator 
James Caniiiioii of Maine, a man i)racti- 
cally unknown even to tlie "middlcof- 
the-road" contingent wln» entered him 
in the lists. Still they rallied to his suu- 
p.irt every vote at thi'ir command. They 
were (iefeated, 7.")^ to ."itU.

The votes of North Candina. Wyom- 
ing and Oklahoma weree<iually divided. 
The unnouucenieiit of this triuniiih was 
the signal for un uproarous Bryan 
demonstration which lasted l>s minutes. 
S<'nator Allen's speech as permanent 
chairman occupied an hour, in many 
resjiects it was bitter enough to suit the 
most radical. When he liuished, tlie 
convention adjourned. 

The situation rem.iins practically un- 
changed. Altiiough the Bryan forces 
ore in control and his nomination or en- 
dorsement seems to be assured, the de- 
fe.-it of Sewall still stares them in the 
face. If Sewall can not be nominated 
along with Bryan the effort of the 
Bryan managers will be directed toward 
securing an endorsement of Bryan 
rather than nomination. The question 
of ocnnmon electors is a complication 
which serves to tangle the skein which 
most be unravelled.

Gaaaral J. B. Weaver Waa meeted Chair- 

■ tiau — His Spevrli on the lsHii('<t. 

St. Loi i.'i, July :.'-4. — The cumnuttee 
on platform met at tic Lindeii hotel im- 
mediately after its uppointmeut. Gen- 
eral J. B. Weaver was elected chairman 
over Jerome Kirby of Texas, the vote 
being 22 to 21 in General Weaver's 
favor. Upon taking the chair General 
Weaver congratulated Mr. Kirby upon 
being so lu arly on a jianty with him- 
self. He continued his speecli by saying 
that the money question was every- 
where considered paramount iu the 
present campaign, and that the People's 
party had made it such. The question 
had split the two (jld parties, and there 
was uo doubt of the opportunity jire- 
sented to the I'oimlists. He divide<l the 
demands of the party on this question 
a> being the free and unlimited coinage 
of silviT; tlie issuance of legal tender 
pajHT ni' iiey, and the abolition of the 
iiatiotial banks, lie said the transporta- 
tion (juestinn was also essential as was 
the (juestion of the election of United 
States senators by the pet)ple. 

While he ft It, he suid, like congratu- 
lating the Democrats upon their recent 
action, he wanted to say that he believed 
the People's party should plant itself 
on its own platform. He was for the 
principles ox the party first and for tin- 
party autonomy next, but he desired 
that it be nndentood that he did not 
propose to give np either. There could 
Le no doabt that the prinoiples which 
he had enunciated were essential ones, 
and he thought there would be uo difll- 
coltT in concluding the work todav. 

The committee decided upon the ap- 
pointment of five members on each pi«- 
amble, transportation, land and direct 
legislation, and authorised the chair- 
man to make the selections. The com- 
mittee then took a recess until H o'clock. 
The selection of Oeneral Weaver as 
chairman of the committee is coiutrued 
into a Bryau victory by the advocates of 
the indorsement of the Democratic nom- 
inee. Mr. Weaver is chairman of the 
Bxyon caucus and wore a Bryan badge 
when he took tho chair. 

(>ul-»iiil-(liiters .\re DiajjiiHtt-d. 

The "middle-of-the-road" men were 
utterly disorganized and disgusted last 
night. They held one of the most 
stermy of all sturmy meetings held by 
these enthusiastic members of the Popu- 
list party. An attempt was made to 
pass u bolting resolution, and while it 
was being discussed by the hot heads, 
the more conservative men scurried 
out and got leaders who oonnselled 
moderate action. 

These leaders and others tired thi> 
( rciwd out after while and the bolting 
rcsiilution was withdrawn. The temper 
of the leaders seemed tu be that all 
should remain in the convention {(Util 
the dose and if its action was not satis- 
factory, they could hold a convention, 
nominate candidates and adopt a {dat- 
form of their own. 

' The shrewdest leaders say (hat not 
only will the convention indorse Brvan, 
bat they believe Sewall also will be 
named with kim. Late last night they 
were tryinflr to organise, hal tM efforta 
seemed to be futile.

Fifth, we demand such legislation as 
will prevent the demonetisation of the 
lawful money of the United States by pri- 
vate contract. 

Sixth, we demand that the government 
in payment of its obligations shall use Its 
option as to the kind of lawful money in 
which they are to be paid, and we de- 
nounce the present and preciMling admin- 
istrations for surrendering this option to 
the holders of government obligatlnns. 

Seventh, we demand ii graduated in- 
come tax to the end that aggn trated 
wealth shall bear its just proportion of 
tasatiou, iind we denounce the recent de- 
cisim of the supreiiu' court in reg.inl I 
the income ta.\ law a< .i iiiisinterpretal loii 
of the constitution and un inva-ioii of tlu 
rightful powers of coiigre.-.s over the sub 
ject of ta.Mitiori.

fore the land should not be inonopoli.'ed 
for spcculativi' |iurposes. All a;fricult iii al 
and gra/ing lamls now held byruilio.ul 
corporations in i xcessof their actual need 
sh mill by l.iwful means be reelalllled by 
th.' ^'overnnient, and held for actu.il set- 
tlers only, iiiid private laud muuopuly 
should he prevented by appropriate state 
and national legislation.

The corrected official total of deimsit.i at 
the Bubtreasury from the inception of 
the movement to the close of business 
yesterday is |18,75S,000. The deposits 
bring the u-eosnrr gold reserve opto 
ipprozimately il(»,604,S28.

PEOPLE FLEE FOR THEIR UVES. 



I'<<ared That Maar oa the Colvllle ladiaa 
Kruervatlnn Have Met Death — Property 
Los* Alrpndy Amounts to Millions— The 
Miiiirrit ilFmniodinb]rtboPlamas--Maaiy 
Narrow Eicapea. 

Spokane, Wash.. July 24.— A strong 
wind has been blowing from the east 
for the past 34 hoiu el, irin.' the at- 
niosplieie here . t sni,,'< . t ;it in the 
mountains to tlie north the breeze has 
been the means of fanning the forest 
fires into raging walls of fiume, which 
are sweeping across the ninuntains and 
down into the valleys with teriibl- 
rapidity. Wlien the .ur w.is still th- 
tire was coiilineii to the mountains aii'l 
dicl not cn-eji down into the valleys, but 
imw those who sought safety there are 
(■> impelled to fiee for their Uvea. Along 
all water courses, such as the Kettle, 
Salmon and Columbia rivers, wild g.ime 
and birds are coming down in great 
numbers and in their fright become 

tame and docile. 

Word received from Kaslo and points 
along the Arrow lakes in Kntisli Co- 
lumbia is to tlie efl'ect that the higli wind 
has fanned the smoldering embers into 
fresh blazes, and where the miners 
thought themselves safe, the fire hav- 
ing passed ov. r them, they find them- 
selves surrounded by tianies. 

In some cases escape is almost im- 
iiossible, und a number of de.itlis may 
iie the result. On the north fork of the 
S.ilmon river nearly all the cabins and 
sh.ifthouses have Iteen burned to the 
ground, together with large quantities 
of provisions aud tools. All citizens of 
the town are ont in the hills trying to 
prevent the fire from reaching their 
homes. 

It is feared that many on tho Colville 
Indian reservation have met their death. 
A party came to Kettle river from Tur- 
tle creek and three members weut back 
to get some bedding they had forgotten.
